Lexington, Ky., Sept. 4.— Friday 
noted the largest attenadniee of the 
week at the Kentucky conference of 
the ^fethodist Episcopal church.

He told of 
the ostabli.shment of the "Limestone 
Ciicuit" on which Maysville wn>- one 
of tl:e points and of the fust Ken- 
tucky conforence held at the Master- 
son homo, five rniles out of Lexing- 
ton on tlic Winchester pike. 

Dr. Clark .=;poke of the fotmdir.? 
of Methorlism in Kentucky by Fran- 
cis Clark in 1783 in discussing "Th^ 
Kentucky Conference's Ct^tribntion 
to Mothodlsm." He told of t:io ap- 
r)ointmcnt of the fir$t missioQarie-:; in 
! l-w'entucky by Bishop Asbury in 178G 
j :in<l of Iho orLranizalion and devel- 
opment of th^ church as the statr 
rrrew in populj^tion and importancn. 
Dr. Clark reviewed the .schism in the 
r lunch ami its colleges over the que.^- 
tion of the slavery agitation and the 
takin.tr over of Tian.sylvania by the 
conference of 1842 to 1848. Ke also 
revicT.'Pd the history .^f Kentucky 
V.'r. loyan rollefco, founded at Millers- 
buiTT in 1SC6 and moved to Winches- 
ter" in 1880. 

Dr. Clark reviewed a Iwig li.'^t of 
MothodistT who have gone from Ken- 
tucky to become leaders in othei 
:;tntf:; of the union and to mis.'-.ionary 
fields abroad. He recalled the ienj?th 
of the .service-s of the Methodi.st wo- 
men of the conference in" mi.-?siosary 
and other fields of church work and 
paid .special tribute to Miss Belle 
nonnetl, of Richmond, president of 
the Woman's Missionary Society. 

At the morning bu.sines.=; ,-;ession 
iho ReVv E. h. Coutibgate, of George- 
town, was recommended for super- 
pnnuation. The chancters of the 
ministers of the Covingtcm district 
wore passed.

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LEXINGTON IS CHOSEN 
FOR LEGION MEETING 



The new school law-^ hav^ broiighlt 
.-pme new developmentis which tire 
interesting in may ways. The ctm- 
pulsory educational law was the 
means of bringing into school for the 
first time many children who had 
never been withii^ the confines of s 
school room. Some o fthem were ten 
years old, and some oMer. This serves 
to illustrate the power of the law and 
tlie abiding faith of those of the niral 
seetiorfs, when they realize that to 
flisobey means prosecution. ' 

This, however, is but one of the 
facts. It has been denumstrated 
that the desire of those peoples of the 
hills, of which there is much stid. and 
nflich of this against them, and that 
they are in many ways law abiding. 
It is being shown every da:- by that 
part of the lay giving pupils between 
the ages of 12 and 14, inclusive, spe- 
cial permission to be absent from 
school, when this permission is a-sked 
of the attendance officer. There were 
many of these officers surpii.sed upon 
linding themselves confronted by peo- 
ple who were not suppled to know 

the law, petitioning for the ;ibs< nee 
o fthis boy or tlttt, in order that I 
may assisa with «ie work at home. 
There have been many cases of this 
character, and it is probal^c there 
will be others, all of wfaic~h proves the 
de.^ire o flhe average citizen— even 
those of the hills — to obey the law in 
many respects. In more densely pop 
ulated .sections, where all are familiar 
with the law, ther^ are many infrac- 
tions. 

The.se are wilful. Those of the hill 
folk are not generally. Much credit 
is due them. That for the parents. 
Thi; for the children: Teachenj .say 
sorae of the belated children wlio 
know not tiieit first duty elicit sym- 
jjathy by a lack of bashfulness; rather 
they maintain an air denoting re-i)on- 
sibility apd eagerness. When shown 
thrir duty they do it cheerfully and 
i na painstaking manner, U>acher.; 
say. They do not fret at the hours 
of confinement, unu.sual for thetn, but 
folloA^^ the simple tasks, which F.eem 
to occupy their minds; and they 
leain. There are already interesting 
stories being told at remote home.- by 
i&e children who have ben in school 
less than a month, but the longest 
pei-iod of their existence. They are to 
be admire<l, assisted and encouiaged 
in evry way. Their spirit and obedi- 
ence "is gaim'nc: for them a recoj^ni- 
tion that will extend beyond the co|i- 
fine.- of the hills and they will be en- 
abled like many others who have 
gone forth and still go foilh into the 
world representing eharacter together 
with qualifications that wnll cause the 
great old state to be given attention. 
For character, aSiTity and courtesy 
are qualifications pre-eminent and 
foi-m a trio of admii-able traits that 
go far toward jimdmg the posses«ior 
n a favorite startinR- place in the 
race of life and enable liim to cope 
with the pracfieal an dprogressive 
movonents which terminate in great 
thingrs being done. '

Thomas Cooper writes: 

^For several years past the Ex- 
periment Station has been at- 
temptinn^ to determine a method 
of curing hurley tobacco by arti- 
ficial heat. Enough work has 
been completed to show tb.at as 
high grade of leaf can be obtained 
by flue-curing at a relative? v low 
temperature as^ air curin;'. thus 
eleminating completely the dan- 
ger of house burning. 

With the increased importance 
of the hurley tobacco industry, it 
is probable that thie itse of artifi- 
cial heat may be advantarieusl^^ 
resorfed to more generallv. . Thjs 
would ohld true especially iu sea- 
sons when climatic conditions are 
unfavorable for curing. During 
the past year, curing experiments 
were conducted with dark'' tohac„ 
CO as grown in#western Kentuc- 
ky. Export tobaccos of this re- 
gion are opcn-fire-cured, giving 
them a strong flavor of creosote.
